‘of the Obnmber of Commerce was held in 
the City Holi, to consider the working of 
Ordinance No 15 of 1801 during the period 
in which it has beon in operation. Its titls 
ia ‘An Ordinanco (o amend the Jaw in 
rorpest to the aale of shares in Companies 
registered under the Hongkong Ordinances, 
1865 to 1888, end in other Joint Stock 
Companies.’ Some time ago the Govora- 
ment sent ‘a Tequest to the Chamber of 
Comaurce for ita opinion on tho working 
of the Ordinance, and deeming the matter 
of the groatcat publio importance the Com. 
mitles of the Chamber resolved upon 
tuking the opinion of mombers. Upon a 
requisitign being made by five members, a 
“public meoting was called at which tho Or- 
dinunce tight’ be discussed in all ite

Steam and water were let into the huld 
and the fire was kept under control in this 
way until daylight, Moantimo the steamor 
waa headed for Hakadate, and ultimately 
atopped will the early morning. . When the 
hatches being ‘opaned and some. cargo ra- 
moved thera was 8o much fire among tho 
onrgo that it was condluded to keep on for 
tha port already named, which was’ 36 
hours distant. . 

The great danger was thatthe Engine: 
room bulkhead, which must’ have beon 
almost red hot, would be destroyed, and 
great efforts wora made by tho: engineers 
and officers te avert this calamity, and to 
smother the fire in other diractions—hap- 
pily with tho moat perfect success. 

Up till to-day the bulkheada in the 
cngine-room were very hot, but during the 
afternoon the ontira absence of amoke and 
gradual diminution of the heat indicated 
that tho firs was almoat ‘if not quite out, 
and at 5 p.m. we ontered ‘the harbour of 
Hakodate, where steps were at once taken 
to get out the damaged cargo, 

An inspection of the hold indicates that 
there has been a contiderable amount of 
burning, andithat tha cause was the Elao- 
trie Light wires, which, ‘with their casing, 
were complotely burnt op.
